C ommunity groups in 
the borough are being 
invited to apply for a 
new funding programme 
which is worth a total of 
£750,000. 


Thanks to extra funding from 
central government, grants of 
between £1 ,000 and £50,000 
are available for projects aimed 
at improving life in Hackney - 
from raising educational 
attainment to tackling gang 
culture and getting people 
into work. 

The funding programme is 
being delivered by the Team 
Hackney partnership and the 
Hackney Community 
Empowerment Network. It will 
be administered by Hackney 
Council forVoluntary Service 
(HCVS). 


Jules Pipe, Mayor of Hackney 
and Chair ofTeam Hackney, 
said: "We all want to see crime 
in Hackney continuing to fall, 
our school results continuing to 
improve and more jobs for 
local people but we at the 
Council and our partners 
cannot achieve this on our 
own. 

"Voluntary groups and 
people from across our 
communities are vital in 
helping us deliver our priorities, 
and this money is an excellent 
opportunity for local groups 
across Hackney to help us 


make Hackney a better place." 

The Team Hackney 
Community Grants programme 
builds on the success of last 
year's Community Investment 
Programme, which funded 
nearly 200 projects.

Funding in the frame 


BUDDING documentary 
makers from the borough are 
to have their creative ideas 
brought to life, thanks to 
£8,000 funding from the 
Council's film office. 

The Pembury Estate Youth 
Club and the Nida Media 
Group will each receive 
around £4,000 to make their 
own short films. 

Pembury'sfilm and music 
video project, Do the Right 
Thing, will focus on young 
people growing up on an 
estate and aims to encourage 
others to get involved in 
community activities. 

The Hackney Downs-based 
group of 1 3-1 9 year olds will 


interview people who have 
been involved with gangs, anti- 
social behaviour or drugs. It 
wants to capture why young 
people get into these situations 
and look at how this can be 
overcome. 

The Nida Media Group's 
project will examine gang 
violence among the Asian 
community. It aims to take a 
stand against such violence by 
showing the dark side of being 
a gang member and by talking 
to victims and their families. 

Both groups will learn 
technical skills from media 
industry professionals such as 
script writing, editing, 
interviewing and filming. 


The finished films will be 
distributed to young people 
across the borough. 

Money received by the two 
groups is the Council's profit 
from location filming in the 
borough. 

Councillor Nargis Khan, 
Cabinet Member for 
Community Services, said: "It's 
good to see the profits made 
from production companies 
filming in Hackney used to 
support talented local young 
people." 

Film grants are offered by the 
Council's Youth Opportunity 
Fund, which is run by and for 
young people.

Onyerbike 

YOUNG people are learning 
bike maintenance skills this 
summer - and will be 
presented with a cycle to keep 
at the end of the course. 

The unique REPAIR scheme 
offers 1 6 participants in 
Homerton the chance to 
attend four weekly workshops 
before they graduate on 31 
August. 

Youngsters who attend all 
workshops and sign up for 
free cycle classes to learn 
about road safety will be 
presented with a bike, 
donated by Shoreditch Police 
from stolen and unclaimed 
property. 

The scheme is run by the 
Council's sustainable 
transport unit and Hackney 
Police's safer neighbourhoods 
teams. 

Asafer Olympic site 

A POLICE team dedicated to 
ensuring the Olympic Park 
and surrounding areas are 
safe has begun work in 
Hackney and the other host 
boroughs. 

The Olympic Park 
Neighbourhood Team's 
priorities include reducing 
criminal damage, anti-social 
behaviour, abandoned 
vehicles, illegal dumping and 
theft. 

It is working with local 
communities, safer 
neighbourhood teams and the 
Olympic organisations in 
Hackney, Newham, Tower 
Hamlets and Waltham Forest. 
The three-strong Metropolitan 
Police team wear distinctive 
blue uniforms and have been 
equipped with specialist gear, 
including an off-road vehicle 
and an operational base at the 
site offices. 

Levy remembrance day 

A REMEMBRANCE day to 
mark the third anniversary of 
the tragic death of Robert 
Levy will be held on 1 5 
September. 

The theme of the day wi 1 1 be 
'inspiration' and will start at 
1 pm at the Hackney Empire 
with music and drama 
performances and a panel 
discussion with Mayor of 
Hackney Jules Pipe and local 
MPMeg Hillier. 

There will be a chance to win 
prizes, including a car, which 
has been modified as part of a 
summer project run by the 
Levy Foundation. The event 
will continue at Ocean in 
Mare Street with a job fair. 

A memorial bench will also 
be unveiled in Hackney's 
Town Hall Square.

C arnival fever came to 
the borough when 
thousands of young 
people took part in a festival 
to celebrate the importance of 
play. 

A colourful procession 
launched this year's Playday 
event with Hackney's youth 
parading their own costume 
designs from the Town Hall in 
Mare Street to Victoria Park. 

More than 8,000 young 
people from Hackney and 
Tower Hamlets took part in a 
variety of activities including 
making toys and musical 
instruments from junk waste, 
drumming, dance, and face 
painting. 

Playday events took place all 
over the country on August 1 , 
as part of a national campaign 
to promote play as an integral 
part of young people's lives.

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H ackney Marshes, the 
home of grassroots 
football, are to get a 
major boost - thanks to 
£3.5million investment from 
the Council and the London 
Development Agency. 

The place where heroes of 
English football from Bobby 
Moore to David Beckham 
trained is in line for 
improvements including 
better pitches and new 
changing rooms. 

And with the help of local 
people, more funding could 
be secured. 

Marshes users and residents 
are being invited to have their 
say on what improvements 
they would most like to see. 

These views will be vital in 
helping the bid for more 
money and in deciding what 
the top priorities are for 
making the Marshes better. 

Possible options include: 
improved football, mini 
soccer and rugby pitches on 
North Marsh; a community 
classroom, a new cricket 
oval, a full-sized show 
football pitch, mini and youth 
football pitches on South 
Marsh; new all-weather 
pitches and changing facilities 
on Mabley Green. 


Councillor Guy Nicholson, 
Hackney Council Cabinet 
Member for Regeneration and 
the 2012 Olympic & 
Paralympic Games, said: 
"Hackney Council has 
already secured investment 
into the Marshes which will 
bring real improvements. But 
with additional funding we 
could achieve even more. 

"The Council is asking 
Marshes users and local 
people for their views on how 
we can improve the Marshes 
as this is an important part of 
getting plans right and 
securing further funding. 

"We want to hear what wi 1 1 
really make a difference to 
people using and enjoying 
our most famous park - 
Hackney Marshes." 

The improvements are 
being made as a result of 
London hosting the 201 2 
Olympic and Paralympic 
Games, and through the 
Council's investment in the 
borough's sports facilities. 

The Council and the 
London Development Agency 
now have the chance to gain 
further funding by working 
with the Lootball Association 
and Sport England, and by 
seeking potential sponsors. 


The Marshes have 73 full- 
size pitches - the largest 
concentration of football 
pitches in Europe. 

They are already extremely 
popular with football clubs at 
the weekends. But the Council 
would like to hear ideas on 
how it could encourage more 
football and other sports to be 
played there, more often. 

It would also like views on 
how more children, young 
people, women, girls and 
people with disabilities could 
be encouraged to use and 
enjoy the Marshes. 

And it would I ike to know 
how Marshes users and local 
people could use the Marshes 
for activities such as walking, 
jogging and having picnics.

Airport technology 
used to detect drugs 

TECHNOLOGY used to 
detect explosives at airports 
has helped to close down 
the 50th crackhouse in the 
borough. 

It was the first time the 
Hackney CrackDown 
Project had used the 
technique to gain a closure 
order at court. 

The Ion Track Itemiser 3 is 
normally used at airports 
and other public venues to 
detect trafficking of illegal 
drugs and explosives. 

At Thames Magistrates 
Court on 1 8 July, the judge 
ordered the residents be 
removed and the flat locked 
up after hearing witness 
statements and evidence 
gathered using the 
technology.

A YOUTH representative 
from the borough has taken 
part in a conference to 
discuss issues affecting 
young people today.

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Cloth nappies made easy 



N ew and expectant 
parents in the 
borough are being 
offered vouchers to help 
buy cloth nappies, thanks 
to the Council entering a 
new nappy scheme. 

The scheme offers 
parents a £54 voucher 
towards the cost of buying 
washable nappies or to put 
towards laundry services. 

Vouchers from the 
scheme can be used to buy 
cloth nappies at a range of 
shops across London. 

This is an improvement 
to a previous scheme, 
which required parents to 
buy the nappies first and 
claim the money back 
afterwards. 

Modern cloth nappies 
come in a wide range of 
easy-to-wash soft and 
natural fabrics with popper 
and Velcro fastenings and 
breathable waterproof 
wraps in funky designs. 

So the days of boiling 
terry towelling versions 
and using pins are now 
long gone. 


Switching from 
disposable to washable 
nappies can make a real 
difference to the 
environment. 

Around three per cent of 
all waste in the UK comes 
from disposable nappies - 
the equivalent to the 
weight of nearly 70,000 
double-decker buses. 

And cloth nappies can 
also improve your bank 
balance. Parents can save 
around £500 per baby by 
washing their own nappies. 

But if you would rather 
not wash them yourself, 
your local laundry service 
can collect dirty nappies 
and deliver clean ones to 
your home. 

An information pack 
including frequently asked 
questions on real nappies 
will also be provided with 
the voucher.

More chances to recycle 



THE number of recycling 
banks in the borough for 
drinks cartons and Tetra Paks 
has more than doubled in 
the past few weeks. 

The Council's recycling 
team has installed a further 
five banks to make it easier 
for residents to make sure 
the containers are recycled. 

Because each carton is 


made from a number of 
different materials, including 
cardboard, plastic and 
aluminium, they can be 
difficult to recycle. 

But in the last issue of 
Hackney Today, the 
Council's recycling team 
was pleased to announce 
that Tetra Pak recycling now 
exists in the borough. 


There are now nine 
recycling banks for the 
cartons across Hackney. 

All banks are located 
alongside existing recycling 
bank sites, at prominent and 
easily accessible places 
around the borough. 

Tetra Paks and drinks 
cartons cannot be recycled 
using the Green Box.

A KITCHEN waste recycling 
service is available to all 
street level properties in 
Hackney. 

The Blue Bin scheme lets 
you recycle all your food 
scraps, but you can reduce 
the amount of waste you 
produce further, which is an 
even better option. 

It is estimated that on 
average, each person in the 
UK throws away over £430 
worth of food each year. 

Try using some of the tips 
below to help you reduce 
your kitchen waste. 


• Plan your meals for the 
week ahead 

Make a list before you go 
shopping, to prevent you 
buying items you don't need, 
or buying food that doesn't 
get used. 

• Check out the 'use by' 
dates on all fresh produce 

Always check that you are 
taki ng home items that wi 1 1 
last you until you need them. 

• Don't go shopping when 
you're hungry 

Or you may end up buying 
food that won't get eaten. Eat 
first, shop second. 


• Look in the freezer 

It's easy to buy frozen 
items and forget about them, 
leading to a build up that will 
eventually have to be thrown 
away. Check the contents of 
your freezer before you go 
shopping. 

• Keep it cool 

Ensure your fridge is set at 
5°c. Food will deteriorate 
rapidly if the temperature is 
above this level. 

• BOGOF 

Don't go for 'buy one get 
one free' if you don't really 
need it. 


All food waste except for 
raw meat, fish and bones can 
be recycled through the Blue 
Bin kerbside collection 
service. 

The Council offers compost 
bins and wormeries at heavily 
subsidised prices for residents 
in estates or high-rises, 
wishing to recycle their 
kitchen waste.

A: There is currently a very 
limited market for recycling 
Tetra Paks in the UK. The 
Council is running trials at 
the moment in conjunction 
with Tetra Pak, and is one of 
the first Councils to do so. 

Five of the banks installed 
across the borough are part 
of this trial. In addition, the 
Council has installed a 
further four banks, with a 
fifth due soon. Cartons 
collected from both banks 
are sent to the same place 
for reprocessing. 

Hopefully the Tetra Pak trials 
across the UK should 
stimulate the market, 


meaning that in the future 
this kind of recycling may 
be added to the Green Box 
collection.

How to recycle your kitchen waste* 



Place your small kitchen caddy on your work 
surface, and transfer all vegetable peelings, fruit, 
tea bags, bread and pasta, egg shells, cooked 
meat and fish, and raw vegetables into the caddy. 

Place the larger bin outside. 


Once the caddy is Ml, transfer the contents into 
the larger bin outside, and lock the lid by placing 
the handle al the front of the bin. Take the small 
blue caddy inside, rinse, and place back 
in your kitchen to start collecting again. 


Place your large bin ol the front of your properly 
every week, on your regular collection day, along 
with your Green Box, where It will be emptied by 
the recycling crew.

In the Olympic spirit 



SPORTY youngsters helped 
mark five years to go until 
the 201 2 Games by taking 
part in a week of activities, 
culminating in an Olympic- 
style ceremony. 

More than 25 children 
aged eight to 1 1 were 
rewarded for competing in 
sports including shot put, 
javelin and a relay race at 
Kings Hall Leisure Centre. 

The youngsters were 
awarded medals on 27 July - 
exactly five years until the 
2012 Olympic and 
Paralympic Games begin in 
London.

A tale of three town 


DID you know that in front of 
Hackney Town Hall used to 
stand another town hall 
which was pulled down more 
than 70 years ago when the 
current building was 
constructed? 

Plans are in place 
to restore the Town 
Hall to its former Art 
Deco glory, in 
partnership with 
English Heritage. 

The current town 
hall is the third 
town hall the 
borough has seen, 
and replaced the 
older building 
which stood on 
what is now the 
Town Hall Square. 

The older 
building was constructed in 
the 1 860s to house the newly 
created Hackney District 
Board of Works. 

This covered both Hackney 


and Stoke Newington, 
carrying out functions such as 
maintaining roads, 
pavements and sewers and 
dealing with 'sanitary 
nuisances'. 


It in turn had replaced the 
first Hackney town hall, built 
around 1 802. This building 
remains standing today - in 
front of St Augustine's Tower 


halls 

in the Narrow Way, Mare 
Street. 

The third town hall of the 
1 930s was needed to house 
the offices of the 
Metropolitan Borough of 
Hackney, created in 
1900. 

The Borough was 
providing more 
services such as 
Maternity and Child 
Welfare Clinics, 
generating its own 
electricity and 
building its first 
housing estates. 

The foundation 
stone of the new 
building was laid on 
23 October, 1 934 and 
it was officially 
opened on 3 July, 

Some alterations had to be 
made to the building during 
World War Two, such as 
strengthening the basement 


so that it could serve as the 
Control Centre for Air Raid 
Precautions. 

After the war some local 
government functions were 
lost (Maternity and Child 
Welfare went to the newly 
created NHS and electricity 


to the LEB.) 

Others however, such as 
town planning, old people's 
welfare and civic 
entertainment were taken on 
and some services, such as 
housing were greatly 
extended. 


When the London Borough 
of Hackney was formed in 
1 965, this town hall became 
its principal building.

THE big C is endemic in our society. No, not cancer, but 
Candida albicans - also known as thrush.

I t is against the law not to 
stop at school crossing 
patrols. This is the 
message of a 
major new 
effort being 
led by the 
Council. 

The Stop 
Means Stop 
campaign 
informs drivers 
that if they don't 
stop they could face 
action including a fine of up 
to £1 ,000, three penalty 


points on their licence and 
even disqualification. 

And it lets people know 
that lollipop people are 
not just for children. 
They can also assist 
anyone who 
needs help 
crossing the road. 
The Highway 
Code says: 

Drivers 

should always stop a 
safe distance from the 
crossing patrol 
• After people have crossed 


the road, drivers must not 
move off until the patrol has 
returned to the pavement 
• Drivers should take special 
care when driving near 
schools, even if there is no 
crossing patrol in operation. 

Councillor Alan Laing, 
Cabinet Member for 
Neighbourhoods, said: "It's 
surprising how few people 
real ise that fai I i ng to stop for a 
school crossing patrol is an 
offence. It is the minority of 
drivers who cause the 
problem and their lack of 


judgement can potentially put 
lives at risk. 

"The Stop Means Stop 
campaign aims to educate 
those who flout the law. It 
supports the school crossing 
patrols who do a fantastic job 
and are an important part of 
Hackney's road safety 
strategy." 

Cllr Laing will be in the 
Town Hall Square, Mare 
Street, E8, on Monday 3 
September at 1 .30pm to 
launch the campaign. 

He will be joined by the 


Speaker of Hackney, 
Councillor Faizullah Khan, 
and a number of Hackney's 
lollipop people, who will be 
on hand to offer information 
and advice.

Roadworks ahead 


DRIVERS and bus 
passengers are being 
warned to check their route 
before they travel due to a 
raft of road works along the 
A10. 

Delays are expected 
between Stamford Hill and 
Shoreditch due to various 
works including road 
resurfacing, Thames Water 
replacing Victorian water 
mains and the East London 
Line extension. 

The various works are 
planned to last into the 
beginning of next year. 

It is likely there will also 
be delays on Upper Clapton 
Road when bridge- 
strengthening works begin 


outside Clapton Station. 

Bus passengers are 
advised to use alternative 
routes, and also to try train 
services which run parallel 
to some of the affected bus 
routes. Stamford Hill is 15 
minutes away from 
Liverpool Street on the train, 
and Clapton is just 1 0 
minutes away. 

Similarly, Finsbury Park is 
12 minutes from Moorgate 
on the line running via 
Highbury & Islington and 
Old Street. 

Travellers who fancy a 
change could get on their 
bike and try cycling instead. 
Transport experts suggest 
allowing five minutes per 


mile, which is about 20 
minutes from Stamford Hill 
to Liverpool Street. 

Bus routes expected to be 
delayed include: 8, 26, 35, 
42, 47, 48, 67, 73, 76, 78, 
106, 149,242,243,276, 
318, 344, 349, 388, 393, 
394, 476. 

Services crossing the A1 0 
are also likely to be affected: 
30,38,55,56,253,254, 
277.

In brief 

First Olympic bridge 

WORK is under way in the 
Olympic Park to build the first 
bridge to provide a link for 
construction vehicles 
working on the media centres 
in Hackney. 

The 45-metre temporary 
structure will span the River 
Lea, linking the site to the 
VeloPark in Newham. It is 
designed to keep disruption 
to traffic on local roads to a 
minimum. 

Earthworks have begun to 
prepare the platforms for the 
construction of the media 
centres in 2008 and the 
VeloPark in 2009. The bridge 
will allow vehicles to travel 
between the east and west 
sides of the Park site without 
having to use public roads 
and bridges. 

The bridge structure is 
expected to be lifted into 
place next month. 

Talking buses 

BUSES with on-board 
displays and voice 
announcements telling 
passengers what the next stop 
is are to be rolled out across 
London, following successful 
trials in Hackney. 

As part of a £1 1 7m upgrade, 
Transport for London is fitting 
all its 8,000 buses with the 
new systems over the next 
four years. 

Trials on the 1 49 bus service 
in Hackney revealed 91 per 
cent of passengers found the 
information helpful. 

The new technology will also 
provide electronic displays at 
bus stops showing when the 
next bus is due to arrive. 

Train line upgrade 

THE Gospel Oak to Barking 
rail line is to benefit from a 
major overhaul after the 
Government committed 
£1 8.5m in funding. 

Its signalling system will be 
improved so that Transport for 
London can run a more 
reliable service and double 
the existing number of 
passenger trains, after it takes 
control of the North London 
Line as part of the London 
Overground network in 
November. 

More bus lanes for 
Green lanesP 

BUS service 141 may get 
extra bus lanes. This is just 
one of the measures being 
considered as part of a study 
to find ways of improving the 
service. 

Other options being looked 
into include improvements 
for pedestrians, cyclists and 
the environment on the route 
between Manor House and 
Old Street via Clissold Park, 
Newington Green and 
Shoreditch Park.
